27th  Infantry  was  planned  and  coordinated  by  higher  headquarters*  No  free 
strike  sons  was  allocated  the  battalion  and  when  tactical  air  was  used  it 
was  on  an  iSnediata  basis# 

b.  Aviation  Support:  Only  during  the  initial  movement  to  contact 
was  aviation  support  used  in  it*s  taetioal  role#  Hie  majority  of  the  tite 
aircraft  were  used  for  doily  resupply  missions  originating  in  TAT  HE# 

OgrlAg  the  aotiom,  elements  of  nsnerous  aviation  companies  wore 
used#  lh  every  instance  these  units  performed  in  an  excellent  manner# 
Resupply  missions  were  aooompliehad  with  speed  and  efficiency.  Medical 
evacuation  of  wounded  and  dead  during  the  action  was  satisfactorily  accom¬ 
plished# 


Ihe  use  of  gunships  was  limited  to  two  factors:  First#  the  cloee- 
ness  of  enemy  to  friendly  forces  and  secondly#  the  nature  of  the  terrain# 

All  of  Ihe  fighting  was  accomplished  under  a  dense  Jungle  canopy  with  no 
definable  terrain  foatures# 

c*  Artillery: 

(1)  (Imposition  :  Batteries  A  and  C#  1st  Battalion  8th  Artillery# 
3rd  Battalion#  82nd  Artillery,  and  organic  indirect  support  weapons  of  2d 
Battalion#  27-h  Infantry,  lhe  batteries  were  so  positioned  to  allow 
coverage  of  Iho  areas  of  operation  at  all  tltes# 

(2)  Iho  missions  fired  were  distributed  between  lire  on 
suspected  and  known  VC  locations#  reootmaisaanoo  t$r  firo#  harassing  and 
interdictory  fires#  and  marking  missions.  Preparations  were  fired  on 
landing  cones  and  suppressive  fires  were  used  during  extractions,  Ihe  so 
suppresdivo  fires  were  highly  successful  on  all  ox  tractions  due  to  the 
prior  coordination  that  guaranteed  safe  air  corridors  and  uninterrupted 
artillery  flree# 

(3)  Iho  surveillance  of  the  forward  observers  was  augmented 
by  forward  air  controllers  and  the  Artillery  liaison  Officer  who  was  obeer**- 
ving  from  a  cortoand  and  control  aircraft#

Several  factors  appear  to  have  prompted  the  9th  VC  Division  to  seek 
battle  in  the  area  west  of  DAD  TBSNQ,  The  lose  of  approxiiateily  1000  tons 
of  rice  which  was  captured  by  the  196th  light  Infantry  Brigade#  and  the 
impending  invasion  of  what  was  apparently  an  enesy  base  area  complex  vicinity 
XT  U2$7  undoubtedly  contributed  to  the  ensmys  decision  to  fight,  Trm  all 
observations  tho  concentration  of  most  of  the  9th  VC  Division  in  an  area 
between  DAD  T2ENG  and  TAT  NIMH  woe  preplanned  and  not  primarily  in  response 
to  US  operations# 

Based  on  a  study  of  docments  captured  on  tho  battlefield#  U8  units 
appear  to  have  boon  in  oontact#  vicirtty  XT  Ij251|#  with  the  1st  and  2nd 
Brttalione  of  the  273  xd  VC  Regiment  and  tho  Company  which  is  the  re  con 
company  of  the  9th  VC  Division,  It  is  quite  possible  that  elements  of  the 
271st  VC  Regiment  were  also  deployed  in  the  same  general  area#

reporting  period#  After  tho  action  of  lt-£  Nov  tho  battalion  was  reaction 
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force  for  the  Oct  tofantiy  OLULsiort.  Qmq  the  battalion  was  motion  foroo

Qenarali  At  1620'hrs,  3  November,  the  2d  Battalion,  27th  Ihfantry 
was  Inf  bund  by  2d  Brigade,  25th  Ihfantry  Division  that  the  battalion  was 
under  operational  oontrol  of  the  l$6th  Brigade  and  to  begin  Movement  to  DAB 
TEND  (XT  1*91*7)  as  soon  os  possible  (see  Annex  A,  Appendix  1).  At  that  tine, 
battolibn  headquarters  and  Company  B  were  involved  in  an  operation  in  the 
-viainity  of  BBC  HANH  "B"  (XT  5707;*  Co  C  was  manning  tho  perimeter  of  let 
Battalion,  27th  Ihfantry  at  tho  GB  CHI  base  camp.  Co  A  was  idroediatoly 
ordered  to  the  airfield  for  helloapter  transport  to  DAU  TEND.  Tho  2d  Brigade 
S3  specified  that  one  rifle  company  and  a  battalion  hosdquarters  clement 
were  to  bo  moved  on  3  Nov,  one  more  rifle  company  to  bo  moved  at  first  light 
on  1*  Not  and  third  rifle  oampany  to  be  moved  on  order*'  At  1800  hrs  3  Nor 
an  advance  party  oonsistlhg  of  the  battalion  comnonder.  the  S3  Air  and  Co  A 
00  Mas  flown  to  DAB  TEND.  Co  A  closed  DAB  TIBI}  031930  Nov*  The  battalion 
S3,  S2,  and  Artillery  liaison  Officer  arrived  DAB  T3EHQ  032 000  Nov  after 
having  closed  thebattalion  (-)  at  OB  CHI  base  camp  and' briefed  them  an  the 
current  situation*  The  battalion  00  reported  to  the  00,  196th  Brigade  and 
was  given  tho  mission  of  base  camp  reaction  foroe  and  reserve  for  the  l?6th  Bde 
elements  that  had  boon>.oamnitted  In  tho  viainity  of  tho  SAXTON  River*  The 
battalion  CP  was  located  with  the  CP  of  1st  Battalion,  27th  Infantry* 

1*  November  19661 

On  tta  morning  of  It  Nov,  a  reconnaissance  of  DAD  TEND  base  camp  was 
conducted  to  determine  countor-attack  routes  and  blocking  positions*  By 
1000  hra,  tho  battalion  received  three  CH-1*7  loads  of  personnel  and  equipmsnb 
oonsLsiting  of  one  section  (two  tubes)  of  the  lt*2  Mortar  Platoon,  a  CP  group 
with  a  3A  ton  truck,  Co  C  moss  and  a  radio  jeep*  However,  no  ammunition 
resupply  or  wator  cane  wore  received]  the  socond  rifle  company  had  not  arrived; 
the  S4  and  SI  sections  had  hot  arrived,  and  sufficient  map  coverage  for  the 
battalion  was  not  available* 


Go  C  began  arriving  from  CU  CHI  at  1100  hra  by  UH1D  helicopter.  At 
1215  Hrs  the  battalion  was  ordered  by  the  196th  Brigade  to  so  euro  a  disabled 
helicopter  at  BEN  OBI  airstrip  at  (XT  1*2*51£5)«  At  1230  hrs  Co'A  arrived  at 
the  dawned  helicopter  and  began  reooiving  sporadic  snipor  fire,  rifle  grenades, 
and  6Ctan  mortar  fire*  At  12lj6  hrs,  with  Cb  A  still  at  the  downed  helicopter, 
the  196th  Brigade  ordered  the  battalion  to  alert  Co  C  for*  possible  committment 
to  an  area  of  enemy  contact  at  XT  1*153  or  to  assist  Co  A*  Co  C  moved  to  the 
airstrip  to  aw§it  co  mitteont  and  the  battalion  CO  and  S3  returned  from  the 
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ESN  CD!  Airstrip  to  too  DAU  TD3NQ  Airstrip. 

At  1420  hrs  tho  CD,  196 th  Brigade  briefed  tho  Ofy  2d  Battalion,  27th 
infantry  at  tho  DAU  TEND  Airstrip*  TP  1st  Battalion,  27th  infantry  was  in 
heavy  contact  with  on  unknown  also  TC  force  in  tho  vidnity  of  XT  415538. 

Die  battalion  00  was  ordered  to  conduct  on  sir  assault  at  XT  407537  with 
Co  C  and  a  Command  Group  and  link  up  with  the  left  flank  of  TP  let  Battalion, 
27th  Ihfantry  as  soon  as  possible.  Dm  battalion  GO  requested  that  Oo  A  be 
extracted  first  and  both  Co  C  and  A  with  battalion  headquarters  bo  put  in  to 
assist  TF  1st  Battalion,  27th  Infantry.  ‘  This  request  was  denied  and  tho 
battalion  CO  briefed  tho  Co  C  oonaander.  At  1440  hrs  Co  C  doparted  for  the 
12  at  XT  407537*  06  C  lendod  and  reoeived  no  hostile  fire  on  the  IZ.  Dm 
battalion  00  joined  Co  C  on  the  ground  and  the  carp  any  started  moving  from 
XT  406539  into  the  donso  jungle  to  the  northeast.  At  2$00  hrs,  under  con¬ 
trol  of  tho  battalion  S3*  Co  A  was  extracted  fron  tho  downed  holioopter  loca¬ 
tion  end  returned  to  DAU  TIEN}.  Co  A  wae  alerted  to  stand  by  for  possible 
cannit  brent.  At  this  tils  tho  CO,  IF  1st  Battalion,  27th  Infantry  reported 
8  KXA  and  23  VIA  in  tho  vicinity  of  XT  414538,  he  stated  that  most  of  the 
casualties  were  from-ma  chine  gun  positions  conooalod  in  tho  denso  Jungle, 

Dm  IF  1st  Battalion,  27th  Ihfantry  consisted  of 'Headquarters,  Co  A,  Co  C 
1st  Battalion,  27th  Dvfantiy, '  Co  C  3rd  Battalion;  21st  Infantry,  Co  B  and 
C  2nd  Battalion,  1st*  Ihfantry.  00,  2d  Battalion,  27th  Ihfantry  contacted 
the  S3,  2d  Battalioft,  27th  Ihfantry  who  wae  flying  in  a  0 amend  and  control 
holioopter  overhead.  Both  agreed  that  this  would  be  the  time  to  have  Co  A 
on  the  ground  and  ready  far  action.  Dm  £0,  2d  Battalion,  27th  Infantry  con¬ 
tacted  the  196th  Brlgado  and  requested  movement  of  Co  A  and  a  battalion  CP 
^roup  to* the  area  of  opo ration.  Dm  request  was  doniod.  'At  approximately 
Z$l$  hrs,  the  CO  2d  Battalion,  27th  Ihfantry  cant actod  00,* TF  let  Battalion, 
27th  Ihfantry  by  radio,  thoy  agreed  that  Co  C  2d  Battalion,  27th  Ihfantry 
would  attempt  to  roll  up  the  flank  of  the  VC  position.  Co  C  began*  moving 
toward  the  sound  of  firing  along  tho  front  of  tho  TF  1st  Battalion,  27th 
Sifahtry,  Dm  terrain  was  dense  jungle 'and  it  took  almost  two  and  cno  half 
hours  for  Co  C  to  reach  tho  VC  position.  2h  tho  noontifao,  Co  A  had  been 
oomittod  by  tho  156th  Brigade,  and  hod  landod  vidtty  XT  407537  at  1600  hrs. 
The  00  and  S3,  2d  Battalion,  27th  Ihfantry  bad  agreed  by  radio  to  put  Co  A 
on  the  LZ  vidnity  XT  407537  and  novo  thorn  to  tho  oast  to  link  up  with  TP 
1st  Battalion,  27th  Ihfantry  from  the  left  rear  in  order  to  assist  TP  1st 
Battalion,  27th  Ihfantry  in  the  evacuation  of  tho  many  casualties  the  TP 
wae  receiving.  Diia  omployrcnt  of  Co  A  was  chooon  by  CO,  2d  Battalion,  27th 
Ihfantry  because  Ob  C  wa6  wall  into  the  dense  Jungle  in  front  ot  IF  1st 
Battalion,  27th  Ihfantry,  and  tho  possibility  of  linking  Co  A  and  C  before 
darktess  was  tomato.  At  approximately  1715  hrs  Ob  C  cofcacted  the  VC  force. 
The  GO  of  Oo  C  was  killed  shortly  after  contact  with  tho  VC.  CPT  Carrier 
had  oono  forward  to  locate  the  onomy  machine  gun  position;  ho  had  orgadsod 
an  attack  on  tho  position  and  was  killed  assaulting  s  bunker.-  Lt  McDougal 
assumed  command  and.  at  appradmately  1745  hrs  an  assault  cn  the  VC  position 
was  madeQ  Dio  assault  was  repulsod  with  at  least  7  man  killed.  It  was 
determined  that  tho  VC  position  consisted  of  a  series  of  conooaled  bunkers 
iftbersonaacted  by  tranches,  Extending  from  tho  burke  r  aporturoa  were  fire 
lanes  that  were  barely  visible  in  the  jungle.  Dieso  lenos  provided  the 
macMxwgunnger  with  a  field  of  fire  of  100  to  150  motors.  Die  attaekur  could 
not  tell  where  tho  fire  lanes  were  located,  unless  he  was  standing  in  them. 
Many  lanes  in  the  bunkor  complex  were  interlocking  (see  Annox  A,  Appendix  2), 

Co  C  attempted  to  retrleveits  dead  end  wounded  personnel.  During  this 
tits,  firing  was -going  or.  at  the  Oo  C  position  end  all  along  tho  IF  1st 
Battalion,  27th  Ihfantry  lines.  Dm  00,  2d  Battalion,  27th  Ihfantry  threw 
a  smoke  grenade  and  a  smoko  grenade  was  thrown  in  the  TF  1st  Battalion,  27th 
Ihfantry  lines.  Dio  00,  2d  Battalion,  27th  Ihfantry  was  informed  by  the  FiC 
that  the  Co  C  position  was  only  100  meters  from  TF  1st  Battalion,  27th  Ih¬ 
fantry  lines  througi  dense  jungle.  At  approximately  1800  hrs,  the  00,  2d 
Battalion,  27th  Ihfantry  took  one  squad  and  attar grtod  to  gain  contact  with 
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IP  1st  Battalion,  27th  Infantry  ,  he  crossed  a  fire  lane  and  was  token  under 
machine  gun  fire,  he  assaulted  the  bunker  and  wad  killed.  Ttoo  attempts  to 
retrieve  his  body  failed*  Bio  IF  1st  Battalion,  27th  Jhfantxy  made  two 
attempts  during  tho  evening  to  gain  oontaet  with  Go  C.  Both  attempts  failed 
and  incurred  many  casualties.  At  2130  hrs  tho  S3,  2d  Battalion,  27th  Ihfantxy 
contacted  tho  2d  Battalion,  27th  Ihfantzy  forward  CP  at  DAD  T3EN3  and  re* 
quested  olerifioation  from  l?6th  Brigade  as  to  his  status  as  acting  00,  2d 
Battalion,  27th  Ihfantzy*  He  was  informed  that  the  2d  Itottolion,  27th  In¬ 
fant  ry  was  not  attached  to  TF  1st  Battalion,  27th  Ihfantzy,  but  was  expected 
to  coordinate  all  actions  tilth  the  00,  TF  1st  Battalion,  27th  Infantry.  Ob  0 
was  told  to  form  a  tight  perimeter  for  the  night  and  informed  that  Oo  A  would 
be  aent  to  gain  oontaet  with  thorn  on  the  morning  of  5  November.  Dm  re  -was.* 
intermittent  grenade  exchanges  and  firing  throughout  the  night. 

Oo  B,  2d  Battalion,  27th  Ihfantzy  had  arrived  at  DAD  TJEHQ  an  1*  Nov  at 
1700  hrs.  The  2d  Brigade  of  tho  1st  Ihfantzy  Division  arrived  at  D/D  TE5HO 
and  assumed  operational  control  of  Oo  B  for  tho  purpose  of  tho  defense  of 

dad  mm. 

During  the  night  of  U *5  Nov,  Oo  A,  2d  Battalion,  27th  Ihfantry  assisted 
ih  the  evacuation  of  casualties  of  TF  1st  Battalion,  27th  Infantxy'and 
established  a  perimeter  defense  around  the  LZ  locatod  at  XT  1*10537 •  Resupply 
had  boon  accomplished  bof ore  dark.  One  LZ  was  usod  for  elements  of  four 
battalions  with  no  aentra lifted  control.  This  zesultod  1A  excessive  con¬ 
fusion,  loss  of  time}  and  loss  of  equipment  by  ell  units.  At  dawn  of  5  Nov 
tho  S3,  2d  Battalion,  27th  Thfantxy  ard  the  CO  of  Oo  A.  accomplished  the 
coordination  for  a  passage  of  lines  and  rsoonnaissanos  of  tho  forward  lines 
of  IF  1st  Battalion,  27th  Infantry,  A  ro oernmond atio n  was  made  by  the  front 
line  units  os  to  the  best  route  to  uso  in  getting  to  Oo  C.  Oo  A  moved  for* 
ward  to  attempt  to  link  up  with  Co  C.  After  moving  forward  30  meters  they 
came  under  heavy  machine  gun  fire.  Three  men  were  killed  and  several  wounded. 
The  three  KIA,  were  lying  near  a  VC  bunker.  At  this  time  it  was  obvious  that 
there  was  a  VC  bunker  complex  betwoon  Co  A  and  Co  C,  Co  A  laid  down  a  base 
of  fire  and  attempted  to  maneuver  personnel  against  tho  bunkers.  When  the 
VC  opened  fire  the  maneuver  personnel  immediately  assaulted  the  enemy®  bunkers* 
Three  bunkers  wero  overrun  and  one  trench  was  crossed.  Tho  company  coin  and  or 
was  wounded,  but  refused  evacuation.  Oo  A  was  ro  calving  intense  firs  from 
fortified  bunkers  just  beyond  the  ones  that  had  been  overrun.  Co  A  sustained 
7  K2A  and  several  WIA  from  tho  action.*  Trying  to  zoaoh  scon  of  tho  KIA, 
others  were  wounded.  S3,  2d  Battalion,  27th  Ihfhntzy  instructed  Oo  A  00 
to  lay  down  a  heavy  base  of  fire  and  evacuate  the  wounded  and  oquipnorrb  and 
leave  the  dead  for  la  tor  ovacuation  in  order  to  prevent  further  casualties. 

TF  l*tti  Battalion,  31st  Infantry  was  moving  toward  Ob  C  from  the  northeast 
end  was  only  2*00  motors  away.  TF  2*th  Battalion,  31st*  Ihfantzy  consisted  of 
HQ,  Companies  A,  B.  C  of  l|th  Battalion,  31st  Ihfantzy,  Co  B  1st  Battalion, 

27th  Ihfantzy  and  Oo  A  2nd  Battalion,  1st  Ihfantry* 

5  November  1966 1 

Major  Sholton,  tho  newly  appointed  CO  of  tho  2d  Battalion,  27th  Ihfantzy 
arrived  with  the  *00  of  the  2d  Brigade,  25th  Ihfantzy*  Division  at  the  CP  of 
TF  let  Battalion,  27th  Ihfantry  at  0930  hrs.  The  S3,  2d  Battalion,  27th 
Ihfantry  returned  through  friendly  lines  and  moved  down  the  trail  to  the  TP 
1st  Battalion,  27th  Ihfantry  CP.  He  briefed  the  now  00  pnd  it  was  agreed  to 
evacuate  the  Co  A  wounded  and  those  dead  that  could  bo  reached  and  to  with¬ 
drew  Oo  A.  Co  A  began  evacuation  of  the  woundod  and  dead  under  the  cover 
of  its  own  fire.  Aftor  tiro  evacuation,  Go*  A  bogan  its  withdrawal  under'the 
cover  of  flni  provided  by  TF  1st  Battalion,  27th  Infantry,  By  1000  hre,’0o 
A  completed  its  withdrawal  through  TF  let  Battalion,  27th  Infantry  lines. 

Usn  of  the  Co  A  dead  could  not  be  readied  because  of  the  intensity  of  orrery 
fire.  During  the  withdrawal  Oo  A  oounted  22  enemy  doc.d  in  the  ovezrah  enemy 
bankers  and  trenches  and  2  snipers  who  had  boon  shot  out  of  the  trees. 
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The  GO,  TP  1st  Battalion,  27th  Infantry  made  radio  contact  with  00,  TP 
Ifth  Battalion,  31st  Infantry  and  through  the  use  of  smoke  spotted  by  a  FAC 
above  the  position,  the  00,  W  let  Battalion,  2?th  Infantry  guided  IF  Uth 
Battalion,  31st  Ihfantxy  elements  tmard  Co  C.  At  1010  hrs,  elements 
of  TF  lfth  Battalion,  31st  Infantry  reached  a  position  within  200  meters'  of 
Co  C  position*  At  1003  hrs,  CO,  2£6th  Brigade  ordered  Go  B,  2d  Battalion, 
27th  Infantry  to  the  area  of  operation.  I*cm  09J>0  hrs  until  1*>00  hrs  the 
VC  made  four  probes  of  the  lines  of  TF  1st  Battalion,  27th  Infantry,  each 
was  repulsed*  From  0800  until  1020  hrs,  the  VC  had  boen  probing  the  Co  C 
position  with  fire*  Strict  fire  discipline  was  usod  by  Co  C  and  evidently 
the  VC  force  decided  that  the  American  unit  had  no  aimunition  left*  At  1020 
hrs  a  VC  force  bogan  walking  cautiously  forward  toward  Co  C*  The  compaiy 
held  its  fire  until  tho  enery  was  within  3C  meters  of  their  position,  then 
opened  fire  and  tho  VC  fores  was  quickly  cut  down* 


At  1055  hrs,  Oo  A,  2d  Battalion,  1st  Infantry,  a  part  of  TF  Uth  Battalion, 
31  st  Ihfantxy  contacted  Co  C*  Tho  Oo  C  peri  to  tor  had  21  VC  bodies  around 
it*  The  perimeter  was  still  under  fire  and  two  bodies  including  that  of  the 
CO,  2d  Battalion,  27th  Infantry  could  not  be  evacuated*  TF  l*th  Battalion, 

31st  Infantry  began'probing  the  VC  positions  and  came  under  heavy  fixe  and 
received  casualties*  At  approximately  1200  hrs,  the  CO,  l?6th  Brigade  ordered 
the  withdrawal  of  all  units  to  subject  the  VC  positions  .to  heavy  artillery 
bombardment  and  olrstrLkos*  Co  B,  2d  Battalion,  2  7th  Infantry  arrived  at 
the  CP  of  tho  2d  Battalion,  27th  Infantry  at  1200  hrs*  Co  B  secured  the  IZ 
and  was  alerted  for  possible  canmittmerrt  to  the  front*  All  during  the  after- 
toon,  fire  fights  broke  out  at  several  locations  along  tho  lines. 


At  1515  hrs,  the  CO,  2d  Battalion,  27th  Infantry  received  orders  to 
extract  the  battalion  by  holicqpter  to  DAU  TIENQ,  after  the  extraction  of 
tho  1st  Battalion,  27th  Infantry  to  Tf*.Y  NIMH*.  Bach  conpany  received  instructions 
from  the  CO,  2d  Battalion,  27th  Infantry.  Co  A  was  ordered  to  assist  in  the 
handling  of  the  Co  C  wounded  and  dead,  Co  B  Was  ordered  to  secure  the  PZ. 

Co  C  would  be  reorganized  and  accounted  for  ahd  the  new  commander  (CPT  STORE!) 
plaoed  in  command  imodiately  upon  its  movement  through  the  friendly  lines* 


Co  C,  2d  Battalion,  27th  Infantry  and  TF  Uth  Battalion,  31st  Infantry 
readied  TF  1st  Battalion,  27th  Infantry  lines  at  1530  hrs*  Thoy  had  carried 
out  6  dead  and  19 'wounded  from  Co  C  alone*  Evacuation  of  tho  dead  and  wounded 
bogan  lmnediatoly*  By  1300  hrs  thd  2d  Battalion,  27th  Infantry  was  moved 
to  a  PZ  and  extracted  to  DAU  TIENG. 

6  November  l?66t 

The  VC  bunker  corploz  was  subjected  to  artillery  and  airstrikes*  At 
1200  hrs  6  Nov,  Co  A,  2d  Battalion,  23rd  Infantry  moved  into  tho  VC  position 
and  retrieved  all  tho  bodies  and  equipment  of  the  2d  Battalion,  27th  Sifantry* 
The  VC  had  withdrawn  leaving  many  of  their  own  os  wo  11  as  all  the  US  weapons* 
The  2d  Battalion,  27th  infantry  was  attached  to  tho  1st  infantry  Division 
on  6  Nov* 

Boring  tho  day  tho  company  oarananders  and  platoon  loaders  conducted  a 
reconnaissance  of  counter-attack  and  blocking  positions  in  the  MU  TIE1E 
base  camp.  Coordination  was  made  with  the  3nl  Battalion,  8th  AKVN  Regiment 
for  patrolling*  Tho  battalion  was  alerted  for  possible  deployment  in  a  for¬ 
ward  area  of  contact  vicinity  XT  1423578.  Deployment  was  not  made  and  the 
battalion  continued  to  improve  the  defensive  positions  occupied*  Maintenance 
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of  weapons  and  equipment  was  strt  jsed  ty  the  oocmandera,  During  the  hours 
of  darkness  passive  security  measures  were  taken*  Ambush  sites  were  eatabllslied 
on  likely  enemy  avenues  of  approach  to  the  perlAeter* 

7  November  1966 1 

The  battalion  continued  to  occupy  and  improve  the  defensive  positions* 
During  the  morning  12  replacements  were  reoeived  for  Companies  A  and  C, 
respectively.  A  liaison  officer  from  the  battalion  moved  to  the  CP  of  the 
2d  Brigade  of  the  1st  Infantry  U vision.  ‘Patrolling  coordination  was  made 
with  the  3rd  B-rfctalion*  8th  ARVN  Regiment*  Passive  security  measures  in 
addition  to  ambush  patrolling  was  initiated  tc  dory  the  VC  c cocss-  to  the 
perlBBter*  Bio  VC  had  command  detonated  1  claytviro '  on  tho  Co  B  perimeter. 

No  casualties  wore  sustained  and  M-79  lire  was  directed  at  the  suspected 
location  of  the  enemy* 

8  November  1966: 

At  0930  hrs  a  sweep  of  the  battalion  perimeter  revealed  the  position 
from  which  the  olaymore  had  been  detonated  the  previous  night.  The  pro* 
teotive  wire  had  boon  out  in  two  places.  At  this  location  1  complete  VC 
claymore  mine  was  found  that  had  foiled  to  detonate*  This  mine  was  evacuated 
through  intelligence  channels  to  25th  Infantry  Division  headquarters  at 
CtJ  CHI* 

The  battalion  was  notified  by  2d  Brigade*  1st  Infantry  Division  to  be 
on  a  one  hour'alert  for  possible  movement  to  asslt  t  the  1st  and  2d  Battalions 
28th  Infantry,  The  battalion  was  not  deployed*  At  1600  hrs  the  CG,  25th 
infantry  Division  ordored  the  CO*  2d  Battalion*  27th  Infantry  to  move  to 
TAY  NINE  base  oamp  on  9  Nov*  Detachment  from  2d 'Brigade*  1st  Infantry 
Division  and  the  return  of  control  to  2d  Brigade*  25th  Infantry  Division 
was  to  be  effective  upon  closure  at  the  TAY  NINH  base  coup* 

9  November  1966 1 

The  battalion  began  movement  to  TAY  NINII  base  canp  at  Q900  hrs*  All 
elements  had  closed  at  1600  hrs*  Upon  arrival  at  TAY  NUB  the  battalion  wad 
plated  under  operational  control  of  the  196th  Brigade  for  base  canp  defense* 
Coordination  was  made  and  the  battalion  was  quartered  in  the  2d  Battalion* 

1st  Infantry  billets* 

ID  Novonfeer  1966 1 

A  re  con  was  made  of  tho  TAY  NINH  base  coup  by  the  canp  any  commanders  and 
platoon  leaders*  The  location  of  bunkara  and  counterattack  positions  were 
reconnoitored.  Coordination  with  the  196th  light  Ihfantry  Brigade  and 
supporting  artillery  was  made*  At  1500  hrs  tho  battalion  was  ordered  by 
the  OB.  25th  Ihfantry  Division  to- make  a  moon  in  force  from  IT  2971(97  to 
IT  322U70  and  re  turn  (seo  Annex  A*  Appendix  3)*  Co  B  moved  by  truck  from 
the  base  canp  to  XT  297U97*  After  dot  molding  Co  B  moved  south  of  the  road 
to  XT  3222(70*  At  1730  hrs*  after  making  no  contact,  Co  B  was  ordored  to 
return  north  of  the  road  to  the  entrucking  point  at  XT  2971(97*  00  B 
entrucked  and  returned  to  the  TAX  NINH  base  coup  at  181(8  hrs* 

11  November  1966> 

Tho  battalion  continued  defense  of  the  TAY  K1N1  base  carp.  At  CpOO  hrs 
an  order  was  teoaivod  to  displaod  the  battalion  in  an  adminstrative  move  to 
the  2d  Brigade*  25th  Ihfantry  Division  base  oanp  located  at  XT  275685* 

Movement  was  to  begin  120700*  Preparation  for  the  move  began  iPaediately, 
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At  2330  hra  tho  TAX  1JINH  baso  camp  was  subjected  to  a  VC  mortar  at  task 
consisting  of  81' and  82mn  mortars.  Approximately  20  rounds  fell  in  the 
2d  Battalion,  lit  Infantry  area  where  this  battalion  was  quartered 
C,  2d  Battalion,  27th  Bifan  try  received  1*  light  casualties  who  were  evacuated 
to  the  base  camp  hospital.  Counter-mortar  fires  were  effected  and  damage 
to  the  battalion  was  light. 

12  November  1966 :

Die  battalion  continued  to  man  a  portion  of  the  2d  Brigade  forward  bass. 
Further  improve mont  of  the  defensive  positions  was  made.  Die  CO,  2d  Battalion 
27th  Ihf entry  received  tho  mission  to  move  tho  battalion  to  firs  support 
base  jj£  vicinity  XT  2686  on  15  Nov.  Preparations  began  immediately.

No 
contact  was  made  and  Oo  A  returned  to  friendly  front  linos  at  1330  hrs*  Cb

At  U>2$  hrs  tho  Rooon  Platoon  departed  friendly  front  linos.  No  cental 
was  mado  and  the  Rocon  Platoon  returned  at  L'55  hrs*  During  tho  sweeps  tho 
oaxumdors  integrated  training  with  tiro  combat  mission  and  practiced  jungle 
tactics  orlontod  to  tho  torrain  (seo  Annex  A,  Appendix  6), 

Ambush  points  wore  established  by  Companies  A*  3,  and  C*  No  contact 
was  made  and  all  ambush  points  had  returned  to  friendly  front  lines  at 
06U6  hrs* 

18  November  1 $66 1 

On  18  Nov  the  battalion  had  the  mission  of  so  curing  tho  brlgado  perimeter* 
outposting  tho  1st  Battalion,  27th  Infantry  perimeter  prior  to  its  move  an 
a  combat  assault  (soe  Annex  A,  Appendix- $B).

Mortar  crow  and  FO  training  was  conducted  during  tho  day,  supervised

15  November  1966:

Platoon  at  XT  267868,  no  contact  was  mode* 
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21  November  1?66  $ 

The  weeps  scheduled  Here  cancelled  (see  Annex  A,  Appendix  10).  The 
betta  lion  outposted  the  1st  Battalion,  27th  Infantry  lines  while  they  con¬ 
ducted  an  operation,  Hie  outpcet  were  established  and  in  position  at  1030 
hrs.  At  1023  hrs  a  report  was  received  of  small  arms  being  fired  at  an 
aircraft  from  XT  276665*  Hie  3rd  platoon  of  Co  C  was  dispatched  to  check 
tho  area.

Ambush  sites  wero  established  by  the  9ocuzlty  Platoon  and  Co  B.  No 
contact  was  made  and  tho  patrols  returned  at  0705  hrs* 

23  November  1966? 

The  batalion  again  outposted  the  let  Battalion,  27th  infantry  lines 
while  they  were  conducting  an  operation  away  from  base  camp.  Tho  companies 
occupied  tho  farmer  position  that  were  used  in  the  previous  outposting 
mission.

Rations  were  prepared 
in  the  Oo  A  gM  Qo  B,  2d  Battalion,  let  lhfantry  nose  halls  by  boss  porsonnsl 
of  this  battalion, (2d  Battalion,  27th  lhfantry^  Throe  hot  meals  were  sezr  od 
daily  at  this  location* 

When  tho  battalion  moved  forward  into  fire  support  baso  #1,  no  moss 
hall  aocompanlod  tho  battalion*  Temporary  Hold  moss  facilities  were  esta¬ 
blished  in  the  2d  Battalion,  1st  Infantry  area  and  the  supper  meal  was  pre¬ 
pared  and  forwarded  dolly  to  the  battalion.  2h  fire  support  base  #1  tho 
meal  was  fed  in  one  oontral  location  for  all  units.  Hess  equipment  was 
extracted  tho  following  morning.  Water  was  forwarded  daily  to  the  fire 
support  base  from  tho  TAT  N33JH  base  comp.  Ice  was  unavailable.  Supple¬ 
mentary  paokets  were  available  and  wore  sent  forward  an  a  daily  basis. 

The  last  forward  move  was  to  firs  support  base  #2.  The  moss  facilities 
remained  in  TAT  NINH  staffed  by  personnel  frota  all  units  of  tho  battalion. 

A  change  was  initiatod  and  the  dimor  moal  was 'forwarded  daily*  Dinner 
was  sarvod  In  eaoh  of  the  companies  respective- CP  areas  simultaneously  to 
insure  gren^dr  security.  ofHdoncy  of  serving,  and  to  pormit  extraction  of 
mess  equipment  prior  to  darlcness.  It  had  boon  learned  from  the  initial 
fire  support  baso  that  tho  feeding  of  tho  supper  moal  interfered  with  opera¬ 
tional  requirements  at  dusk.  Ico,  water,  and  supplomotary  packets  were  avail¬ 
able  and  were  resupplied  on  a  ddly  basis.  At  all  times  a  one  days  0 -redan 
was  on  hand  for  emergency  uso.  On  the  final  day  of  the  operation,  21;  November 
the  Thanksgiving  Feast  was  sorvod  to  everyone  upon  thoir  return  to  CD  CHI.

equipment  transferred  'lands  due  to  operational  necessity.  Consequently,  upon 
the  oonpleti.cn  uf  the  operation  a  long  list  of  missing  equipment  has 
turned  up.  Mary  rifles  and  other  items  of  equipment  remained  with  tho 
friendly  casualtios  and  were  returned  to  2d  Battalion,  2?th  Infantry  S-b 
through  normal  supply  channels*  In  that  initially  many  personnel  were  treatod 
at  TAT  NIIH,  during  tho  latter  days  of  ATTUSBCRO  thorough  oheoks  revealed 
that  weapons  bclon^Lng  to  this  unit  were  in  the  supply*  channels  of  tho  1st 
Battalion,  27th  Infantry,  as  well  as  tho  2d  Battalion,  1st  Infantry. 

These  weapons  and  items  of  equipment  have  boon  retrieved  and  items  in 
our  supply  channel^  not  belonging  to  this  battalion,  have  boon  returned  to 
awning  units  if  locatod.  All  units  from  this  battalion  have  at  this  tlAe 
submitted  the  prapo r  paperwork  on  their  respective  combat  losses  incurred 
during  this  oporation.

Standard 
night  kite  wore  floun  in  initially  to  be  followed  by  the  larger  bulk  quanti¬ 
ties  of  annunition,  Units  at  D iSJ  TIENO  wore  mutually  supporting  in  areas

When  the  battalion  moved  to  TAT  NEfH  most  of  tho  ammunition  was  sent 
with  the  battalion,  certain  types  and  quantities  wore  left  at  the  airstrip 
for  th  incoming  units*  Fran  this  time  on  all  ammunition  requirements  were 
obtained  from  the  ASP  of  time  196th  light  Infantry  Brigade.  All  ammunition 
requested  by  tho  battalion  While  located  in  tho  two  forward  fire  support 
bases  was  drawn  from  TAT  U31JH  and  forwarded  to  tho  battalion  while  located 
in  the  forward  fire  support  bases.  Ammunition  stocks  were  out  to  a  minirum 
cssontial  level  in  order  to  facilitate  movement  of  toe  bese  and  at  tho  some 
time  back  up  any  emoripncy  ammunition  needs.

b.  Maintenance:  Tho  heavily  omphaslBcd  maintenance  carried  on 
during  times  when  thcro  was  a  mini  turn  of  velrLclo  uso  payed  enormous  dividends 
during  Operation  ATTLEBORO*  Almost  daily  there  was  a  requirement  for  vehicles 
to  be  used  in  conveys  moving  supplies  to  tho  TAT  DDL!  base  carp.  The  good 
condition,  of'  tin  vehicles  prevented  delays  in  tho  convoys  bocauso  vehicle 
breakdowns  wore  almost  non-existent.  The  maintonanco  shop  steadily  ilprovod 
the  condition  ox  tho  vehicles* 

c*  Treatment  of  Casualties;  Evacuation  and  Hospitalisation  - 
The  battalion  aid  station  moved  forward  on  the  socond  day  of  the  operation* 
Treatment  of  tte  casualties  at  all  forward  locutions  was  dons  in  an  outstanding 
manner.  Evacuation  during  Jj-5  Nov  was  very  slow  duo  to  the  intensity  of 
weapon  fire  and  time  terrain*  Eventually  tho  casualties  wore  evacuated  to 
7th  Surgical  hospital  at  GU  CHI,  tho  93rd  evacuation  hospital  at  BIEN  HQA 
and  tho  3rd  Fiold  hospital  at  SAIGON,  Accounting  for  time  wounded  was  diffi¬ 
cult  due  to  numerous  locations  and  time  lapse  during  time  evacuation* 

d*  Transportation:  The  battalion  2h  ton  trucks  wore  usod  daily 
to  support  tho  ontd.ro  operation.  During  the  first  fow  days  their  main 
function  was  to  transport  tho  resupply  items  of  wator, .  rations,  and  annunition 
from  the  battalion  .avoa  to  tho  division  resupply  pad  for  the  au citing  trans¬ 
portation.  Tho  only  vehicles  sent  forward  to  DAD  TBNG  were  HQ  6  and  HQ 
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HQ  3k  was  utilised  to  haill  supplies  sad  HQ  6  was  used  for  radio  ccnauni cations 
with  the  AN-4RC  1*5  radio*  ill  vehicle  transfer  was  by  C H-ltf  (Qiinodc) 

When  the  battalion  was  moved  to  Til  NINH  many  more  vehicles  convoyed 
to  the  Til  NINH  base  oajqt  These  included  the  Support  Platoon  vehicles* 
mortar  platoon  vehicles*  swoon  platoon  veils  las,  and  several  other  i/k  ton 
ooemand  vehicles* 

Daily  conveys  mere  then  initiated  between  OT  CKI  and  TAX  NINH  to  resupply

Die  final  ooaray  was  an  2k  Not  which  ext  rested  all  supplies*  equipment  and 
personnel  of  the  2d  Battalion*  27th  Difantry  from  TAX  NINH  to  the  CD  CHI  baas 
oaap. 

R» supply:  Da  tbs  initial  stages  of  the  operation  all  resupply  came 
from  CD  CHI  via  CH-ltf  (Chinook^  All  resupply  was  Initially  limited  to  Close 
V  and  other  olaesee  of  supplies  were  only  forwarded  after  all  unite  had  ful¬ 
filled  their  daily  Claes  V  requirements*  Approximately  3-5  sorties  were 
scheduled  and  utilised  by  this  battalion  daily*  Dio  use  of  UHU)  aircraft  was 
limited  end  ueod  only  to  a  mini  mum  extent* 

than  the  battalion  was  moved  to  the  two  fire  support  bases  all  re¬ 
supply  was  by  UH1D  aircraft,  fifteen  to  twenty  sortios  of  water*  rations*  and. 
ammunition  wore  flown  daily  in  support  of  this  battalion*  Die  move  of  the 
battalion  from  tho  first  fire  support  base  to  the  final  base  utilised  $9 
supply  And  mortar  sortioe,  Tho  final  extraction  to  TAX  NINH  required  mv—  2$ 
sortios.  Due  to  tho  extensive  distance  from  CD  CHI  at  no  tUm  was  the  "Buck 
Sogers  VanP  utilised*  Throughout  the  operation  throe  supply  paints  were 
utilisod*  Tho  first  was  that  in  CD  CHI,  the  second  in  TAX  NINH*  and  tho  third 
of  5  personnel  was  looated  with  the  battalion  forward  CP*  Conmunleations 
between  the  three  points  was  limited  to  lend  line*  which  was  separate  but 
effective* 


e*  Oonunioations : 

(1)  Tho  pxlaaxy  moans  of  common! oati on  vine  the  AN  PRC-25  with 
a  jungle  antenna*.  Numerous  times  transmission  and  rooeptian  wee  difficult 
due  to  the  dense  foliage*  In  static  situations  tho  All  PRC-2?  was  coupled 
with  the  RC-292  antonna  to  overcome  the  problems* 

(2)  A  new  radio  AN/1RC-106  was  installed  on  a  battalion  vehicle 
and  moved  to  DAD  TXENO  Airstrip  in  the  initial  stages  of  tho  operation*  The 
only  problem  was  the  use  of  qualified  operators.  The  sensitivity  of  tho  set 
requires  a  person  to  continually  operate  it  to  got  maximum  efficiency.  The 
elapse  of  time  botwmen  operations  necessitating  tho  use  of  AN/QRC-1C6  allows 
the  operator  to  bdooma  stale  unices  a  small  period  of  each  day  is  spent 
operating  the  set* 

(3)  Land  linos  wore  used  in  static  situations  and  some  what 
relieved  tho  problos  of  continuous  radio  use*  Da  situations  where  aircraft 
ere  ocming  into  and  leaving  the  area  the  land  lino  provides  a  more  audible 
means  of  coeummicatd  on  with  ground  elements.  The  oomo  platoon  moved  forward 
in  tho  second  day  of  tho  opo ration  oarryin^  with  it  a  SB»22  that  was  in  oon- 
txmous  operation  throughout  the  operation* 

Hi.  SPECIAL  ECPUMBNT  AND  gCHNiqnES. 

On  sweeps  the  oompanies  onplbycd  jungle  tactics  as  refresher  training* 
Tha  terrain  where  the  battalion  bad  previously  operated  tti  not  conducive  to 
jungle  taotice  and  therefor*  thr  eempdnios  needed  a  ref  sorter  course  consisting 
of  formations  end  methods  of  movement* 
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Using  VC  tactics,  Co  A  built  defensive  positions  that  were  highly 
sophisccted  and  extroircly  well  camouflaged.  Fire  lands  that  were  interlocking 
wens  cat  for  approximately  75  meters  from  all  bunkers.  This  provided  oioollonb 
fields  of  firo  and  allcMod  moxJjun  observation  through  the  dense  Jur^le. 

15.  0CMM/JfflER3  AHALmS. 

The  battalion  in  this  action  was  pitted  against  a  well  anted,  deter¬ 
mined  enemy  occupying  excellent  defensive  positions,  The  two  most  outstanding 
factors  that  dominated  the  ovonbs  of  this  fight  were  the  oneny'a  dodsion  to 
held  his  position  and  fight  at  close  quarters  for  a  sustained  period,  aid  the 
extraordinary  degroo  of  valor  and  oourage  shown  by  members,  of  Companies  A  and  C 
of  this  battalion. 

It  will  probably  never  be  known  why  the  enemy  doddod  to  stand  and  fight 
in  this  instance  instead  of  his  usual  tactic  of  brooking  contact  quickly  and 
•fading"  into  tho  Jungle.  However,  it  ray  be  assumed  that  beoouae  contact 
with  US  elements  was  made  at  so  many  different  locations  that  tho  VC  erroneously 
assumed  that  they  wore  surrounded.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  documents 
found  on  the  bodios  of  tho  VC  at  the  scene  of  the  battle  h*$  Nov  indicated 
that  elemonts  from  two  roginente  of  the  9th  Division  and  tho  9th  Division 
Hacomaissanoo  Company  wore  involved  in  the  fight. 

It  would  be  bonoflaLal  to  examine  the  detrimental  factors  of  the  action 
in  order  to  seek  iiqprovemonfce  and  solutions.  They  wore  ac  follows: 

a.  The  inability  to  rooomaiter  the  VC  positions  without  becoming 
engaged. 

b.  The  limited  usd  of  air  and  artillery  firo  power  duo  to  tho 
closeness  of  the  combatants. 

C.  Tho  pioeomoal  committment  of  the  battalion  into  the  area  of 
operation. 

d.  The  inability  to  reinforce  Co  C  quickly  because  of  the  dense  Jungle. 

e.  The  lack  of  intelligence  available  to  tho  battalion  before  and 
during  the  action. 

This  battalion  has  adopted  the  technique  of  employing  scouts  in  advance 
of  our  units  in  dense  Jungle  terrain.  It  is  hoped  that  this  technique  will 
provide  early  warring  to  tho  main  body  and  a  degree  of  roconudeaanoo  without 
decisive  engagement.  If  this  is  successful  the  commando r  can  withdraw  and 
safoly  use  artillery  and  air  support  on  strong  cnorqr  positions  bofore  ad¬ 
vancing  again. 

Tho  problem  of  sustaining  additional  casualties  vhlle  attempting  to 
retrieve  wounded  was  provglenu  during  this  action.  Thom  is  no  good  solution 
to  this  problem  and  in  all  cases  it  will  be  a  matter  of  conuand  judgement  by 
the  leader  on  tho  ground..  It  is  easy  to  say  that  is  should  not  happen,  but 
the  simple  fact  is  that  it  does  ooaur,  end  our  Isadora  should  bo  fully  aware 
of  the  consequonooe  of  thoir  decisions. 

l£.  HEOCHMBNDATION5. 

a.  When  intelligence  is  soaxxty  hut  whon  it  is  known  that  a  hardcore 
VC  unit  is  located  in  dense  Jungle  terrain,  employ  *  battalion  as  a  battalion, 
not  by  pcLcoemoal  oanmittmsnt  of  individual  companies. 
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b,  When  a  company  or  platoon  is  used  alone  in  this  terrain  it  must 
be  in  proximity  to  a  suitable  landing  zone  for  rapid  reinforcement* 

o*  Units  should  not  attempt  to  link  up  with  tho  flank  of  another 
element  in  the  denso  jungle*  Thoy  should  approach  tho  unit  from  tho  rear 
and  after  link-up  move  laterally  to  the  desired  flank*
